Ans.: For drilling in solid formation 
about 2 bushels per acie of the small- 
seeded varieties like Chancellor or 
Golden Vine are needed. For sowing 
in drills 3 feet apart, much less seed 
would suffice — possibly a bushel per 
acre. 

If peas are drilled in the usual way 
they need exceptionally clean land, for 
a few lambsquarters or other annuals 
that would be inconspicuous in oats or 
wheat will grow like yourg trees in a 
pea crop that has begun to lodge, pro- 
ducing enormous quantities of seed to 
pollute the land for years to come. 
Peas will fight down grass or certain 
perennial weeds better than annuals 
and are therefore a suitatlie crop to 
sow on well-worked breaking of the 
previous season. On land that is not 
quite clean it is better to grow the 
crop in rows and cultivate between 
them as long as posible. 

It is doubtful whether seedsmen in 
the leading cities would find it econ- 
omical to contract supplies of peas in 
this region, but one might develop a 
fair market by a little advertising. 
Peas grow well in the north country 
and we have had plot yields up to 60 
bushels per acre. Harvesting and 
weed control are the problems.

“Should I continue with Garnet 
wheat, or shoula I use a_é different 
variety? If a different variety, then 
which one?” 

These are questions that are dis- 
turbing those farmers who now de- 
pend upon Garnet for a living. 

It is true that over 200 million 
bushels of Garnet, mixed in No. 2 and 
No. 3 Northern, have in recent years 
been bought and used by millers, and 
bought, moreover, at relatively sood 
prices. Yet very little pure Garnet, 
under that brand name, has so far 
been sold. What the price of Garnet 
will be when offered only under a spe- 
cial “Garnet” grade name, therefore 
remains to be seen. 

For those who desire to change from 
Garnet tr another variety, and who 
operate in north-eastern Saskatche- 
wan,—a rust area—I suggest that 
Thatcher might be considered, for 
while it is seven days later than the 
Garnet. yet it is three days earlier 
than Marquis. Fertilizer would make 
the T her still earlier. 

For orth-western Saskatchewan, 
and for the whole of northern Alberta, 
where rust is not a menace, Red Bobs 
being six days earlier than Marquis, 
has much merit. Some farmers have 
even found that Marquis with fertilizer 
is early enough for certsuin areas.*

wheat, but the yield, unfortunately, is

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ILLUSTRATION STATIONS 
ARE HIGHLY VALUED 


Operating within a radius varying 
according to circumstances from 35 to 
300 miles from the nearest experi- 
mental station, the Illustration Stations 
of the Experimental Farms of the 
Dominion Deyartment of Agriculture 
serve as connecting links betweer. the 
Farms and the various farming com- 
munities threughert Canada. The 
program of work and development at 
each station is so arranged and ad- 
justed as to meet local conditions and 
existing problems in the most effective 
manner. ‘As indicated in the annual 
report of the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture for the year ended March 
31, 1037, there were 192 illustration 
stations ‘operating during 1936 in addi- 
tion to the 43 district experiment sub- 
stations established under the Prairie 
Farm Rehabilitation Act. Thus 235 
districts were served and altogether 
111 phases of practical agriculture and 
types of farm blems came under 
review. The Division of Illustration 
Stations at the Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, forms the headquarters 
of the system, under John C. Moynan. 

Throughout Canada, the Illustration 
Stations were distributed by provinces 
in 1936 as follows: British Columbia, 
20; Alberta, 22; Saskatchewan, 50; 
Manitoba, 16; Ontaria, 17; Quebec, 

; New Brunswick, 217 Nova Scotia, 
17, and Prince Edward island, 14. On 
the stations in British Columbia, 
northern Manitoba, and in the eastern 
provinces, the policy of farm planning 
and reorganization has been a sub- 
ject of very definite practical advance 
on, the stations themselves as on the 
other farms in the surrounding district. 
This work includes the reorganizing of 
the whole farm; making provision for 
necessary permanent 8, laneways, 
ditches and drainage; the erection of 
fences essential to the proper division 
of pasture and cultivated fields, and 
providing the required acreage and 
balance in protein hays, coarse grain, 
and succulent feed products. 

Apart from the actual farming oper- 
ations, the protection of homes and 
farm buildings by trees is an active 
project on each Illustration Station in 
the three Prairie Provinces. Some uf 
the owners of the farms, as operators 
of the stations, have extensive and 
well-developed shelter belts. On other 
stations, new plantations were started 
only a few years ago, but considerable 
Planting takes place every year, work- 
ing towards the surroundings of the 
farm buildings, garden, and pacdocks 
with a shelter belt. On several of the 

older plantations, fences were moved 
from the tree line to permit the cul- 
tivation of a rod strip on either side of 
the tree belt, thus adding to the mois- 
ture reserve required for the satisfac- 
tory browth of the trees. Pilavitings 
have consisted of caragana, ash, elm, 
poplar, white spruce, and Scotch pine.

Pait of 
her hull was still there in ‘9S, and 
one of her lifeboats is still preserved 
in Stanley Park. She was the tirst 
steamer to round Cape Horn for the 
Pacific, just over one hundred year: 
ago (1837) and was owned by the 
Hudson Bay Company. 

What a different sight greets the 
traveller today! Steaming in through 
the Lions Gate to Vancouver's mag- 
nificent harbor, the skyline is broken 
by splendid mercantile and office wh.- 
scrapers, while vessels from all parts 
of the globe are loading or unloading 
cargo on some of the world's finest 


docks at Canada's evergreen Pacific 
port.
